At that time Ambassador Pat- 
terson was our diplomatic chief to 
the Yugoslav government in exile, 
headed by King Peter, who had 
refused to join in the betrayal of 
his country to the Germans and 
had headed up the Serbs who de- 
cided to fight, though they knew 
the odds were hopeless. Their 
government was sitting in Lon- 
don. 

His queen was expecting a 
baby at any moment.

All of which brings me to the 
last time I saw the ambassador to. 
Yugoslavia. He was, privately, in 
an undiplomatic rage of frustra- 
tion. 

King Peter was greatly ad- 
mired. He had not chosen the 
easy way of appeasement. The 
American government had pre- 
sented him an airplane d had, 
of course, recognized his govern- 
ment in exile. 

The queen was going to have a 
baby and the doctor had recom- 
mended the mother-to-be have 
orange juice.

quiry, “Could a case of orange 
juice be had for the queen?” 

The ambassador said it could. 

He went happily to the army, 
which had a warehouse or so 
filled with orange juice for 
American troops. And there he 
tripped in red tape. There was a 
lake of orange juice, in cans, but 
orders were it was for the army 
~—not for the queen of Yugoslavia 
in exile. 

The last time I saw the ambas- 
sador, until this most recent 
meeting. he was walking up and 
down his cold little office. 

“The government,” he 
“can give the king an airplane 
but I can’t give the queen a tin 
of orange juice.” 

He stopped walking, took his 
hat from a rack and jammed it on 
his head. He pulled on his coat 
and stamped out. 

I left early the next morning 
for France and all through the 
vears I have wondered about that 
orange juice and whether or not 
the young prince's teeth were 
good or bad—depending on 
whether the orange juice was ob- 
tained. So, I was greatly re- 
lieved when the ambassador said, 
“I got it.” 

After five years he still was 
agitated by the memory of it. 

“I went over and got in to see 
a Colonel in the Quartermaster 
corps,” he reported, bringing the. 
story up to date. “And after I 
had pounded on the table for a 
while, he began to soothe me. 
When he had, he called a sergeant 
and pretty soon I had the orange 
juice. The honor of the Diplo- 
matic corps was saved.”

seems likely that the Ho Chi-Minh 
troops may total 10,000 to 20,000. 
The spokesman declared that the 
Vietminh forces were the “best 
seasoned” ever engaged by the 
French. He declared bitterly that 
the Vietminh attack was facili- 
tated “by the proximity of the 
Chinese frontier, if it is possible 
to speak of a frontier for the 
Vietminh.” id 

A withdrawal from Caobang 
started a week ago. For the first 
two or three days, the spokesman 
revealed, the element of surprise 
had worked and there was little 
Vietminh reaction.

The originator of the suit, Har- 
old Epps, dropped out of the pro- 
ceedings after graduating at North 
Carolina College. Since Epps in- 
stituted the suit, the American 
Bar Association has accredited the 
Negro law school and McMullan 
argued that facilities were equal. 

However, the plaintiffs had 
brought in witnesses from other 
universities, including Dr. Erwin 
Griswold, dean of the Harvard 
Law School, to argue that facili- 
ties were not equal.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9—The Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service 
said Monday that it is holding 127 
aliens on Ellis Island to determine 
if they should be excluded under 
the new international security 
act. 

s Tuesday several hundred more 
foreigners are slated to be de- 
tained when two large ships ar- 
rive from Italy with 820 non- 
citizens of the United States, many 
of whom probably will be banned 
under the strict interpretation of 
the act, which was passed on Sept. 
23 over President Truman's veto. 

Edward J. Shaughnessy, Dis- 
trict Commissioner of the Immi- 
gration Service, declared that 
ruling by the Department of 
Justice made it mandatory for his 
inspectors to refuse admittance to 
this country any alien who “holds 
or has held membership or has 
been affiliated with anv totali- 
tarian or Communist organiza- 
tion.” » 

It is immaterial whether the 
alien’s connection was in the far 
distant past or he or she is pres- 
ently a member of any such group, 
the commissioner said, and the 
duration of such membership or 
affiliation is irrelevant.

If you're Christmas shopping for someone living in a foreign 
country, better check your gift list with the U. S. Department of 
Commerce regional office here. 

Import regulations may keep your parcel from getting — 
overseas, Department experts warn. 

You can’t send liquor to Canada, cotton stockings to 
Guatemala, or matches of Denmark. You must get approval 
of the Austrian National Bank if value of a shipment to 
Austria exceeds 300 Austrian schillings. You can send pack- 
ages to Brazil duty-free if value does not exceed five cruzeiros. 

That's just a sampling of little-known regulations. If you're 
planning to send gifts abroad, Department spokesmen advise 
you to telephone them at WAlnut 4121, extension 364.

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The Supreme Court Decisions 


The United States Supreme Court yes- 
terday upheld a decision of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals at New Orleans of last 
December and declined to hear a com- 
awe that Atlanta public schools pay 

egro teachers salaries lower than those 
paid white teachers. | 

Among the scores of other decisions 
handed down, the Court also refused to 
consider an appeal by the Atlanta transit 
union attacking the validity of a city ordi- 
nance requiring fingerprinting of trolley 
car operators and upheld the conviction 
of Sen. Glen Taylor, of Idaho, who was 
Henry Wallace's running mate on the Pro- 
gressive Party ticket in 1948. 

The effect of the Negro teachers’ case 
is to give Georgia more time to equalize 
facilities. Most legal observers, including 
Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook, ‘believe the Su- 
preme Court's decision invalidates the suit 
of Negroes in Irwm County. .The Court 
refused to review the complaint of Atlanta 
Negro teachers on the grounds that they 
had not exhausted all administrative reme- 
dies. That means the Negroes had not 
taken their complaint to the State Board 
of Education before filing suit. The Irwin 
County case has beén held in abeyance 
pending the decision on the Atlanta suit. 

There is some question as to whether 
or not the decision will affect the recently 
filed suit of Atlanta Negroes seeking, in 
effect, to outlaw segregation in the public 
schools here. Attorneys representing the 
Negro pupils complained to the State 
Board reportedly shortly after the suit 
‘was filed. 


A Tax Revision 
Plan for Georgia 


‘Legislative leaders are reported to be 
nearing an agreement on a combined sales 
tax and increased income tax rates to 
finance an expanded program of schools, 
roads and health services in the State. 


The proposal would allow the present 
emergency taxes to expire as scheduled 
next year. It also would eliminate the ad 
valorem tax for State purposes, leaving 


that field entirely to the counties. 

It is the sensible solution to Georgia's 
firiahcial problem. 

The State needs roughly $60,000,000 to 
$65,000,000 additional revenue to finance 
the schools and other services and to allow 
for legislative appropriation of a sum 
equivalent to the gasoline revenue for 
roads. Emergency taxes, levied a year ago, 
are producing about $15,000,000 a year. 
Loss of revenue from State property taxes 
and the 100 or so nuisance taxes, which also 
are expected to be repealed, will run to 
$6,000,000 to $7,000,000 a year. A combined 
three per cent sales tax with no exemp- 
‘tions and increased income tax rates have 
been estimated to produce between $50,- 
000,000 and $60,000,000 annually. At the 
present rate of business activity they prob- 
ably would produce more. 

Georgia badly needs the services and 
the improvements the increased revenue 
would bring. 

The schools would be the principal 
beneficiary but the State’s decrepit high- 
way system would be a close second. In- 
stead of spending approximately $25,000.- 
000 of State money on highways as at pres- 
ent, the new taxes would permit all the 
$40,000,000 or more annually collected in 
gasoline taxes to be devoted to road con- 
struction and maintenance. The State Con- 
stitution—wisely, we think—prohibits ear- 
marking of revenues for certain expendi- 
tures, but there is nothing to prevent the 
Legislature from using revenues from spe- 
cific sources as a guide to appropriations 
for those purposes. Now that the State at 
last has, in the Gholston-Talmiadge Plan, 
a long-range highway building and mainte- 
nance program written into the law, Geor- 
gians have every reason to believe they 
can count on expenditure of their road tax 
money in such a way as to get the most 
from every dollar spent. 

The General Assembly will be pres- 
sured on all sides to write various exemp- 
tions into the sales tax bill. Those pres- 


Dr. M. D. Collins, State School Super- 
intendent, has notified Atlanta Negroes 
their appeal was not presented properly.

The Atlanta School Board denied there 
is any discrimination against Negro teach- 
ers. The Circuit Court noted that the 
school officials are making a sincere, dili- 
gent and successful effort to classify all 
teachers according to individual worth as 
teachers. This Court also added that no 
teacher except the plaintiff, Samuel L. 
Davis, testified, and “he makes a very un- 
impressive case for himself.” , 

Union trolley operators contended the 
city ordinance requiring fingerprinting was 
in violation of their constitutional free- 
doms. Police Chief Jenkins recommended 
the ordinance on the grounds that the pub- 
lic dught to be protected against the pos- 
sibility of those with criminal records serv- 
ing as trolley operators. In refusing to 
hear the union’s complaint, the Court ob- 
viously concurred. It is a decision .with 
which we agree. 

Sen. Glen Taylor, who was beaten for 
re-election and whose term expires in Jan- 
uary, was arrested in Birmingham when 
he attempted to use the Negro entrance 
to a hall where a Progressive Party rally 
was scheduled. It was solely for the pur- 
pose of creating a disturbance, from which 
the Senator hoped his party would benefit. 
We hope there is some way Alabama can 
force him to serve his sentence.

In the first 
place, a sales tax riddled with exemptions 
would not likely produce the needed reve- 
nue.

No Plaudits

Harold Stassen’s plan for a peace parley 
with Premier Stalin has not been well re- 
ceived by the diplomats intimately ac- 
quainted with the situation. 


The faults with Mr. Stassen’s proposal 
are obvious. Stalin and company have 
shown repeatedly they are not amenable 
to persuasion. Russia indulges in peace 
talk only at times when such talk serves to 
further. her own interests, often becoming 
a cloak for further aggression. 

Moreover, the plan is especially ill-timed. 
It fits in too neatly with the Soviet’s new 
“peace offensive” and it undermines, to a 
degree, the position taken by this country 
and its allies that force alone can command 
respect in the Kremlin. 

Mr. Stassen’s projected peace parley is 
not likely to do any good. It might do much 
harm.

Battlegrounds 


For November 


WASHINGTON—For purposes of simplifica- 
tion it may be said that the battle over control 
of the United States Senate this year will be 

fought out in some 14 States involving 16 contests. While a total of 
34 Senators are to be elected in November, only about half of them 
are from States where the outcome is in doubt. The others are 
from the Democratic solid South or from normally Republican 
strongholds, 

Democrats nowshold a majority of 54 to 42 in the Senate, which 
means that they cannot afford to lose more than six seats if they 
are to remain in control. The loss of that many seats would leave 
the two parties exactly even in the division of the chamber, but 
since the Vice President, who is a Democrat, is permitted as the 
presiding officer of the Senate to vote in case of a tie, the Admin- 
istration would still be able to maintain organization control. 


Sights Set Republicans have their sights focused on six 

States, where seven presently held Democratic 
seats are at stake, as offering the best prospects to give them the 
seven gains necessary to take over control. They are the seats of 
Sen. Lehman in New York, Sen. Myers in Pennsylvania, Sen. Lucas, 
the majority leader, in Illinois; Sens. McMahon and Benton in Con- 
necticut, Sen. Taylor in Idaho, who was defeated for renomination, 
and Sen. Downey in California, who was not a candidate for 
re-election. : 

In each of these States the Democrats face a hardfought battle 
to win. Undoubtedly they will lose some of them. Some observers 
count the seat of Sen. Taylor gone in Idaho, and it will be surpris- 
ing to many if Sen. Myers is able to pull through in a normally 
Republican State like Pennsylvania. Also, the reports are that 
Sen. Lucas has a hard fight on his hands in Illinois, while the 
decision of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey to run for a third term in New 
York has complicated the chances of Sen. Lehman. 

In addition to the six States listed, the Republicans are looking 
hopefully at two other States, Oklahoma and Utah, where Demo- 
cratic vacancies are to be filled. These involve the seats of Sen. 
Elbert D. Thomas in Utah and Sen.:Elmer Thomas, who was de- 
feated for renomination in Oklahoma by Rep. Mike Monroney. 
Based upon the present outlook, however, it would be surprising if 
the Democrats lost either of these two seats. 


Thus it would seem that the Republicans will 
have to make a clean sweep of the seven contests 
in the six States mentioned if they are to be given any chance to 
recapture Senate control. The handicap-they are up against is 
emphasized by the fact that they could win all seven of these seats 
and still fall short of a majority. 

That comes about because of the heated contest in eight other 
States where Republican vacancies are involved. These are the 
seats of Sen. Taft in Ohio, Sen. Donnell in Missouri, Sen, Millikin 
in Colorado, Sen. Capehart in Indiana, Sen. Hickenlooper in Iowa, 
Sen. Tobey in New Hampshire, Sen. Wiley in Wisconsin and Sen. 
Dworshak in Idaho. 

Ordinarily New Hampshire would not be looked upon as a hope- 
ful battleground for the Democrats. But Sen. Tobey, who won a 
narrow victory for renomination in the Republican primary, faces 
a split in his party ranks, with the candidate whom he defeated 
now running against him as an independent. Under the circum- 
stances the Democrat might easily win. 

Democrats do not go so far as to say that their chances of win- 
ning all eight of these Republican seats are as good as those of the 
GOP of taking the group of Democratic vacancies involved. But 
they do see good prospects of unseating some of the Republicans. 
The most vulnerable Republican seats at the moment appear to be 
those of Sen. Taft, Sen. Millikin and Sen. Donnell. Close elec- 


tions are promised in each of these contests, 

Against Odds Unless the Republicans are able to make an 
election sweep, therefore, which cannot now 

be foreseen on the political horizon, the odds appear to be against 

them making sufficient gains to take over Senate control. The 

probabilities are that they will show a net gain, but not enough to 

upset Democratic rule. 

What is interesting about the coming election is that if the 
Republicans fail to capture control of the Senate this time, it will 
be 1954 before they will have another chance. It so happens that 
the Democrats have only 11 vacancies arising in 1952 and practi- 
cally all of these in the South or the border States which are 
strongly Democratic in flavor. Only a third of the Senate is 
elected every two years, of course. ¥

CHANNING COPE 
A Cheese 
That Sells High 


-MILLBROOK, N. Y.—Ever since Kent Leavitt 

j dropped into our midst as president of the Na- 

gi “= * tional Association of Soil Conservation Supervi- 

sors I have been eager to visit his farm near Milbrook, N. Y., to ob- 

serve the kind of farming they do in that area. But of even greater 

interest was the Poona cheese plant, owned and operated by Mrs. 
Kent Leavitt. 

She had been nice enough to send us a generous sample of the 
Poona, the best cheese we had ever tasted. No wonder Poona brings 
a higher price than any other cheese on the American market. 

Cheese-making in Georgia is so much in its in- 


In Infancy fancy and we Georgians use so much of it on 
our tables that this combination of circumstances should provide 
a ready opportunity for a new and prosperous adjunct to farming. 
If Mrs. Leavitt can successfully enter the fine cheese market, we 
should be able to have a part in the “rubber” cheese market. 

Certainly, the situation is worth exploring. 

The main rule in cheese making, according to Mrs. Leavitt, is 
cleanliness. First off, the milk itself must be clean. The Poona 
plant doesn’t accept milk with bacteria count greater than 4,000. 
Every utensil which comes in contact with the milk or cheese 
must be clean. Stainless steel is used in the plant and this makes 
everything easier to clean. 


The basic process (omitting the secret of flavor) is about as 
follows: Clean whole, unpasteurized milk is brought into the plant 
and put into a vat. It is heated to a predetermined temperature, 
during which process the starter is added. This starter is the lactic 
acid or other bacteria used to make Poona. When the milk reaches 
the proper temperature and the starter has done its part, the rennet 


is added. This produces the cheese curd. 

Mellow This curd is gathered into cans, where it drains over- 
night. Then it is molded into cheese shapes, placed in 

brine overnight and put away in the aging room to cure. It comes 

out firm, mellow and wonderfully flavorable. Its flavor is between 

camembert and liederkranz. . 


The plant is operated entirely by women. The Leavitt daughter, 
Adele, is chief assistant, and there are two other employees. 

The Poona plant is a moneymaker, it provides an exciting career 
for these fine women, it produces a delectable food and it is home- 
owned, home-managed and home-located.”

_ A Great Guy Returns to Georgia 


Because the 80th Congress insisted on turning all three-star generals out to 
graze at the age of 62, regardless of their physical and mental vigor, the U. S 
Army has lost the services of a top military leader at a time when more like him 
are needed. The passage of this compulsory military retirement law, however, 
has resulted in Georgia gaining a distinguished citizen still young enough and 


vigorous enough to be of great service to the civilians of this State. 
Lieut. Gen. Alvan C. Gillem Jr., who recently retired as commander of the Third Arm

has accepted appointment as executive director of the March of Dimes in Georgia. a 


When General Gillem stepped down from his 
Army command at Fort McPherson a few weeks 
ago, he expressed the sincere hope that he could 
return some day to make Atlanta his home. But 
he went ahead with plans to spend at least a year 
in California, leased a home on the West Coast 
and entered his son in prep school there. 

Like the skilled military strategist he is, how- 
ever, Gillem didn't sever his lines of communica- 
tions with Atlanta. He even kept his supply 
lines open by leaving some of his furniture 
stored here. 


Scarcely had the General and Mrs. Gillem 
arrived in California when he got a phone 
eall asking him to return to Georgia for a 
conference at Warm Springs with Basil 
O’Connor, president of the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, and Charies F. 
Palmer, State director of the 1951 March of 
Dimes. 


The result of the conference is that Gillem 
is back in Georgia much sooner that he expected, 
and definitely plans to live here, devoting what 
he calls his “remaining useful vears” to the youth 


of Georgia in the fight against the dread crippler, 


polio. 

Several months before his Army retirement 
Gillem said that when he got out he hoped to be 
able to use his Knowledge and experience in 
civilian life to be of service to mankind. 

In California a few days ago, as he sought to 
make up his mind about accepting the Georgia 
March of Dimes post, he went to visit an old 


friend. As they talked, the friend’s young grand- 
daughter hobbled into the room, her legs in 
braces—a victim of polio. Later, when the Gen-:: 
eral returned to Atlanta he was met at the air- > 
port by his former aide and a soldier. As they~ 
rode into town the soldier happened to remark . 
that his young son was in Aidmore—with polio. . 


The General made up his mind right then and _ 
there. It was Georgia for him and a new kind - 
of warfare against the disease that strikes with- 
out warning against the youth of the land. , 

At 62 Gillem is a wiry, rugged, alert little guy — 
who can be expected to have many more useful” 
years ahead in which to climax a brilliant mili-" 
tary career with one of distinguished civilian’ 
service. 

With all the responsibilities and honors that ’ 
have come his way, however, Gillem has re- . 
mained very modest and human, Known as a 
“GI's general” and practically adored by the men_ 
under his command. . 

His soldiers loved him because he was no. 
stuffed shirt and was always greatly concerned’ 
with their safety and welfare. — 

This concern was expressed one day last Fall ’ 
when the General was flying back to Atlanta” 
from Fort Bragg, N. C., where he had been host* 
to the President. His soldiers had put on a~- 
dazzling review and a mass parachute drop for, 
the Chief Executive without a bobble. - 

The General was happy, not because of his 
own part in the show or the perfection his troops . 
had displayed, but, as he told a newsman, “be- 
cause nobody got hurt.”

The notion that hard work never hurt anybody is 
strongly challenged by Dr. Clarence William Lieb in his 
book “Outwitting Your Years.” Some executives work too 
long hours, eat too much, sleep too little, exercise insuffi- 


ciently, he says. 

As for the so-called diseases 
of old age, he says there aren't 
any; but there are some ail- 
ments which occur more often 
than they should because of 
neglects and overstrains— 
“hang-overs” from earlier years. 


A health examination twice a 
year can reveal danger signals 
which are not of immediate im- 
portance but warn of trouble 
ahead—trouble which may be 
avoided. No one, he declares, 
should be considered “elderly” 
between 50 and 60—‘the golden 
decade” when a man is at his 
peak. But you are expected, of 
course, to use common sense. 

The middle-ager who “has no 
use for doctors” is often ex- 
tremely impatient for results 
when he finally is scared 
enough to consult a physician. 
But finding the trouble is some- 
times like the detective'’s search 
for “Whodunit.” The clues at 
first may be misleading. Time 
may be needed for investiga- 
tion. 

As one’s years increase, ob- 
stinacy is likely to grow; every 
kind of suggestion is vetoed. At 
this stage, a man resents the 
mild suggestion to put on his 
rubbers in rainy weather as 
resolutely as the recommenda- 
tion for twice-yearly physical 
check-ups by a physician. It 
has been said that an obstinate 
middle-ager does not hold opin- 
ions—the opinions hold him. 
Such obstinacy is never more 
positive than when it is most 


in the wrong. The more incon- 
sistent the idea, the faster he 
holds on to it. 

Common sense — willingness 
to listen—is one of the necessary 
qualities for enjoying the mid- 
die years. Age does not neces- 
sarily bring wisdom.
